Ihene Colonics to the United .Slates. The 
meeiing was culled fur 7^ o'clock; but owii'g 
'0 a demand Laving been made by the agent 
for tbe ovoerj of the premieea for chicamen 
before'<lbe ||oora were opened, a tremendou.s 
erowd of people who had assembled in front 
did not gain admittance until nearly 8 o'clock, 
Tbe rent having at last been paid, ibo erowd 
(wbiob nombered lully si.\ hundred pertjons) 
pouied in and speedily filled the lionso. The 
meelini,' soon becauie irn|,iilient at sceinf; no 
one on tho stand prepiU'cd tu open thu pro- 
ceedinga. The impntionco was manifested
